The convention committee met yes- 


terday but came to no agreement on 
the fifth member. 
Both Crowley of 


Lowell and Hayes of Springfield, al- 
though invited, refused to participate- 
In the meeting of the state eomlttco. 
claiming that MacLeod, in calling this 
meeting, was merely attempting to 
usurp the responsibility put upon the 
committee of four by the state con- 
vention. 


Chairman MacLeod called the stale 


committee meeting, believing that It 
was the only way In which the dead- 
lock in the convention could be broken. 


Asked by Crpwloy why he called the 


meeting of the state committee, Mac- 
Leod Bald that he did eo because he 
was "obliged to fight the subsidized 
press of Boston." 


Thee were twenty-three members oi 


the stale committee present at the 
mooting. Later on there were thirty- 
two members who put In an appear- 
ance. 


Timothy D. Sullivan of Fall River 


created somewhat of a sensation when 
he said that if ho were "not amenable 
to tho law he would move that a com- j 
mlttee be appointed to hang the com- 
mittee of four because of their failure 
lo agree upon a candidate for gov- 
ernor." 


The resolution calling for an ex- 


pression of opinion from the delegates 
was passe* by a vote of 19.to 5. 


The resolution was as follows: "That 


a special delivery letter be mailed to 
every regularly elected delegate .to tbe 
recent state convention, with a spe- 
cial delivery return envelope enclosed

They deplore strongly the system of education 
vvhi':h shnls out religious and moral instructions anil training from 
the life of the pupil. Perhaps the most striking illustration of the im- 
portance which Catholics attach to moral and religious training may 
be seen in the fact that last year the Catholic citizens of the United 
Slices spent thirty-six millions of dollars in maintaining parish 
schools in which training n religion and morality is provided.

Catholics do not antagonize the public schools. They appreciate 


all that the public school does for the secular education of the chil- 
dren. Hut they feel that the public schools do not go 1'ar enough. 
And 'so they build and maintain. At tho enormous cost I have given, 


the schools of their own. 


So far as'I can find out, ihe Catholics are the only ones that offer 


a p-acticul solution to this problem. 'Because of our mixed popula.- 
tiou. because of the variety of creeds and denominations, it is innios- 
siple to teach religion in the public schools. You say it ought to be 
done, you say that'we all ought to be broad enough, and 
liberal 


enough to allow it; but I fail to see any practical step toward it. Now 
here is the solution of the problem, so far as Catholic thought ^on the 
strb'ect' is known to me. 


Let Ihe public schools continue as they aro for those who wish 


them to Ve absolutely secular; but the state or the community rec- 
ognize tac work of education done for the state's benefit 
by

church that wishes to erect a school of its own, where religion as

church work. Catholics say "No." 
Irft the state set a standard of
